PRESS (E.G. LONDON DAILY TELEGRAPH AND MIDDLE EAST ECONOMIC 
DIGEST), GOB HAS NGT, TO OUR KNOWLEDGE, BEEN QUESTIONED 
ABOUT THIS PROCEDURE BY OTHER ARAB STATES. IF PRESSED, 
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WHICH WE HOPE CAN BE AVOIDED, GOB'S ANSWER IS LIKELY TO 
BE THAT REEUELING, WHILE NOT SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED IN 
THE STATIONING AGREEMENT, IS PART OF THE "ADMINISTRATIVE 
ARRANGEMENTS " AND IS ALSO SUBJECT TO THE ONE YEAR
